ALIEN DEPORTATION BILL 
VETOED BY ROOSEVELT

Penalties for Spies Superfluous, Ap- 
plication to Narcotic Addicts 
Too Harsh, He Says. 

WASHINGTON, April 8 (AP).— 
President Roosevelt vetoed the 
Starnes alien deportation bill to- 
day,. maintaining that its penalties 
for alien spies and saboteurs were 
“superfluous” and that its applica- 
tion to narcotic addicts was too 
harsh. 

The bill would require the depor- 
tation of alien spies, saboteurs, nar- 
cotic peddlers and addicts. 

Regarding the spy-sabotage pro- 
vision, Roosevelt said: 

,“Ample authority is found in the 

existing law for the deportation 
of aliens guilty of such activities, 
for the Secretary of Labor is al- 
ready authorized to deport them if, 
after hearings, it is found that they 
are undesirable residents of the 
United States.”

City Has Naked-Eye View of Eclipse, 
With Clouds Dimming Glare of Sun 


Yesterday's solar eclipse was/ 
visible to St. Louisans only for 
brief periods when clouds obliging- 
ly broke long enough to permit 


fleeting glimpses of the phenome- 
non. 

At 3:56 p. m., when the height 
of the eclipse was reached, with 
about three-fourths of the sun’s 
surface obscured by the moon, ob- 
servers in some parts of the St. 
Louis area had a good view, else- 
where the clouds created ag effec- 
tive blackout. 

The Weather Bureau at Lambert- 
St. Louis Field reported that the 
period of best visibility was be- 
tween 2:28 o'clock, when the eclipse |

NORWAY PROTESTS 
LAYING OF MINES 


Norway, shocked by the laying of 

Allied mines in Norwegian terri- 
torial waters at dawn today, imme- 
diately charged Great Britain and 
France with an “open breach of in- 
ternational law’ and demanded that 
the mines “be removed at once.” 

As soon as it became known that 
the Allies were laying the mines in 
three regions off Norway’s coast 
to cut off shipment of iron ore to 
Germany through Norwegian ter- 
ritorial waters, the Norwegian Cab- 
inet met and then Parliament was 
called into special session. 

Foreign Minister Halvdan Koht, 
in a public statement charged that 
the Allies had violated Norwegian 
“sovereignty and neutrality” by 
laying the mines and patrolling the 
affected regions with warships. 

Koht later told Parliament that 
protests had been made to both 
London and Paris against mining 
of Norwegian waters. 

Karl Hambro, President of Par- 
liament and head of the Foreign 
Relations Committee, announced 
his committee had indorsed all 
steps taken so far by the Govern- 
ment. 


° Koht’s Statement. 


“The British and French govern- 
ments early today laid out mine 
fields at three places in Norwegian 
sea territory to stop free shipping 
within Norwegian waters,” Koht 
said, “and British warships have 
been sent to guard these areas. 

“The Norwegian Government pro- 
tests gravely and solemnly against 
this open breach of ‘international 
law and such infringements with 
the strength of Norwegian so0v- 
ereignty and neutrality. 

“During the entire war Norway 
has followed all rules for neu- 
trality with strictest concern. It 
is in full conformity with generally 
acknowledged rules that Norway 
has kept her waters open for all 
legitimate shipping from belligerent 
countries. 

“When the British and French 
Governments now take such steps 
to stop shipping to Germany the 
Norwegian Government must draw

How Other Cities Are Compelling 
Railroads to Reduce Their Smoke 


—_—-—-— ——- 


Electrification, Diesel 


coal are among the most. effective 
methods employed in the larger 
cities to try to eliminate the ~rail- 
road smoke nuisance. A survey 
by the Post-Dispatch shows. that 
the problem is an, urgent one in 
nearly every large city. 

The recent report of the Munici- 
pal Smoke Elimination Committee, 
which was the basis of the new 
smoke elimination ordinance, stated 
that the more modern railroad 
terminals had discarded the meth- 
ods of firing and operating loco- 
motives which are. being used in 
St. Louis. The report recommend- 
ed that the railroads should con- 
form to the suggestions made in 
the report. 

New York City led the way in 
elimination of railroad smoke 
years ago by requiring the com- 
plete electrification of the large 
passenger terminals. One of ‘ the 
larger roads operating in New 
York ‘City,’ the ‘Pennsylvania, fol- 
lowed this by electrifying its lines 
all the way between New York 
City and ‘Washington, which, of 
course, helped in the reduction of 
railroad smoke in ‘Philadelphia, 
Baltimore and Washington. 

Too Costly Elsewhere. 

In other cities, however, complete 
electrification has been considered 
too costly. When the City of Cleve- 
land made a new grant to the Van 
Sweringen interests in 1927 in con- 
nection with construction of a'new 
Union. Terminal one of the condi- 
tions was that all downtown rail- 
roads should be electrified in five 
years. Most of the trains now run- 
ning into the Union Terminal use 
electric locomotives for five miles 
on either side of the Terminal, but 
the project for complete electrifica- 
tion was abandoned when the de- 
pression came. 

Use of Diesel engines for main 
ling and switching service is one 
of the most promising methods of 
smoke elimination. The Diesel 
engine differs from the oil-burn- 
ing steam locomotive: The Diesel 
uses giant internal combustion en- 
gines, operating much as do or- 
dinary automobile engines, but the 
fuel is a low-cost oil instead of 
gasoline. The Diesel power units 
operate electric generators produc- 
ing current for motors which turn 
the driving wheels. 

Some locomotives for the newer 
streamlined passenger trains are 
of this type, and Diesel switching 
locomotives are widely used in 
some terminals. These engines op- 
erate practically without smoke, 
although they sometimes give off 
oil fumes.

‘the smoke from idle engines and 
'those in -which fires are being

Methods of attempting to control 
smoke from railroad locomotives in 
other cities are as follows:

The witness, Denis A. Healy, who 
was “planted” by Federal agents 
at meetings of the defendants, said 
that Bishop threatened to blow up 


the Cameo Theater which was 
showing Russian films and had of- 
fered to “blow it up himself, be- 
cause it waquid be fun.” 

Healy testified that members of 
the defendants’ “action committee” 
brought an assortment of beer cans 
and gasoline cans and a quantity 
of explosive to his home to make 
“intimidation bombs, which could 
be hung on doorknobs, lit with a 
cigarette and blown up when the 
bomber had a half-block head- 
start.” 

The witness said that Bishop, ac- 
cording to his information, had 
about 10,000 rounds of rifle ammu- 
nition and professed to have much 
more. Healy said that committee 
members told him one of the de- 
fendants procured some of this am- 
munition from national guard sup- 
plies. 

He testified that Bishop also told 


‘Jew Government.’ 


Healy said that one of the de- 
fendants once told him “it will be 
20 years before we can eliminate 
the Jew Government of the United 
States. It took Italy and Germany 
that long to eradicate Jews; and 
they never would have done it had 
it not been for Hitler and Musso- 
lini.” 

Healy quoted Macklin Bottger, 
32 years old, one of the defendants, 
as saying: “The people of the 
United States must be educated to 
the fact that Jews control all busi- 
ness and all newspapers.” 

“Due to the fact that Jewish ad- 
vertisers control the press, the 
newspapers have to print every- 
thing the Jews want,” Healy quoted 
Bottger as saying. 

Healy, characterized by the de- 
fense as an “agent provocateur,” 
described how FBI agents set up 
a speech-recording machine in the 
basement of his house to record his 
conversation with some of the de- 
fendants and told how the agents 
observed a military drill of the 
group at Narrowsburg, N. Y.

TELEVISION INDUSTRY 
SEEKS F 6 0 PERMITS 


WASHINGTON, April 8 (AP).— 
The television industry sought 
again today to convince the Com- 
munications Commission that tele- 
vision had been perfected to a point 
where limited commercial opera- 
tion on flexible standards would be 
in the public interest. 
Representatives of manufacturers 
of television equipment and of 
broadcasting systems appeared be- 
fore the commission as it began 
hearings called after suspension of 
an order authorizing commercial 
operations on Sept. 1. 

Chairman James Lawrence Fly 
of the commission said: “It should 
be borne in mind that this is not 
a trial. No effort will be made 
here to determine the legal pro- 
priety of the promotional activities 
of the industry. It should also be 
emphasized that the commission 
has no intention of adopting rules 
as to the design or as to the mar- 
keting of receiving sets. 

“The subjects to which this in- 
quiry is directed concern the pres- 
ent status of television, its re- 
search and development and the 
problem of the exercise of the com- 
mission’s statutory duty to issue 
experimental licenses and to fix 
the standards for television trans- 
mission.” 

Allen B. Dumont, president of a 
Passaic (N. J.) television company, 
was the first witness and testified 
that television now was ready for 
commercial operation on flexible 
standards.

BERLIN, April 8 (AP).—Author-

The plotters, these sources said, 
planned to send a half dozen barges 
loaded with dynamite up the river, 
blast the channel and blow up 
bridges. 
More than 100 British army, navy 
and air force men who were said to 
have participated in the scheme 
were arrested by Rumanian police 
before they had time to carry out 
their design, the Germans said. The 
barge fleet was reported to have 
been seized at Giurgiu, directly 
south of Bucharest. 

Detaiis of Alleged Plot. 
The explosion, according to the 
German charges, was to have taken 
place in the “Iron Gate,” 280 miles 
above Giurgiu, a section of the 
river characterized by swift rapids

The Ger- 
mans said the tugs, although loaded 
with explosives, had been declared 
to customs men as having carried 
“spare machine parts.” 

The chief plotter was described 
by the Nazis as an English vice- 
consul at Bucharest, who, they said, 
actually was the chief of the Brit- 
ish secret service in Rumania,

In 1936-37, the report said, a dol- 
r spent on purchase of an auto- 
mobile bought 23 per cent more 
product, and one of much better 
quality, than in 1923-24.

30 per cent and textile buyers 50 
per cent. 

The study covered four major 
industrial divisions — manufactur- 
ing, mining, railroads and electric 
light and power.

ROSEGRANT PAROLE PLEA 


HEARD BY STATE BOARD 


Taken Under Advisement; Convict 
Has Been in Prison 4 Years 
for Dr. Kelley Kidnaping. 

Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
JEFFERSON CITY, April 8. — 
The parole application of Angelo J. 
Rosegrant, serving a 20-year sen- 
tence in the Missouri Penitentiary 
here for the kidnaping of Dr. Isaac 
D. Kelley of St. Louis, was taken 
under advisement today by the 
State Board of Probation and Pa- 


The actual hearing required about 


10 minutes, only Rosegrant' and 
his wife appearing before the board. 
Under ethe usual custom of the 
board, the hearing was in executive 
session, 

-Board members said Rosegrant 
maintained he was innocent of the 
kidnaping of the physician for ran- 
som, in April, 1931. He was con- 
victed in St. Louis County Circuit 
Court in 1934. He has served four 
years and eight days of his sen- 
tence. He became eligible for a 
parole hearing under board rules 
after serving one-fifth of his sen- 
tence. 

The parole application file assem- 
bled by Rosegrant and his family 
includes more than 70 recommenda- 
tions for parole either in letters or 
on questionnaire forms furnished 
by the board. Circuit Judge Julius 
R. Nolte, the trial Judge, notified 
the board a parole would not meet 
his approval. Congressman C. Ar- 
thur Anderson of St. Louis County, 
who was Prosecuting Attorney when 
Rosegrant was tried,wrote that he 
would do nothing to oppose a parole 
for Rosegrant, but was “conscien- 
tiously unable to write any com- 


munication advocating his release.” 


FOUR KILLED, 25 HURT

Tornado Causes $500,000

AMITE, “a., April 8 (AP).—Citi- 
zens and relief agencies toiled to- 
day to clear Amite of tangled de- 
bris in the wake of a tornado which 
left three persons dead here, 25 
seriously injured, and property 
damage estimated at $500,000.

Germany hopes that eventually 
supplies may be carried through 
neutral territorial waters from 
points as far away as  Russia’s 
Black Sea oil ports. Once the goods 
reach Trieste, they may be trans- 
shipped to Germany by rail. 

Bauxite, mineral base of alum- 
inum, is regarded by Britain as war 
material and therefore contraband, 
although Yugoslavia does not re- 
gard it as war supply. 

Italy Keeping Watch. 

Meanwhile Italy kept an alert 
eye on developments in Scandi- 
navia, watching the Allied blockade 
tightening there for signs of any 
possible extension to the Adriatic. 

La Tribuna termed the British- 
French decision to halt the passage 
of German vessels through Nor- 
wegian territorial waters as an ac- 
tion “against Germany and the neu- 
trals as well.” 

The newspaper continued: “It be- 
ing clear that the offensive decided 
upon by the Admiralty in the North 
strikes a serious blow at neutral 
interests, besides violating interna- 
tional law, in order to save face 
they are beginning to say in Lon- 
don that a real war soon will be 
carried to the German front.” 

Diplomatic sources here said they 
expected Italy to contest any effort 
to blockade Adriatic shipping. 

They said they doubted, however, 
that the Italian navy would attempt 
to close the entrance to the Adri- 
atic at the Straits of Otranto. 

The expectation in these quar- 
ters that the Italians would avoid 
any incident in the Adriatic, which 
they consider an Italian sea, was 
based on belief that both Italy and 
Yugoslavia want to stay out of the 
war. 

German shipping in the Adriatic. 
consisting mostly of bauxite cargoes 
from Yugoslavia for the Reich’s 
aluminum industries, they said, are 
considered of relatively small im- 
portance. 


Italy Ready for Whatever Late 
Spring Brings, Says Mussolini. 
ORVIETO, Italy, April 8 (AP).— 

Premier Mussolini told a cheering

ready to face whatever “this late 
spring brings?’ 

He spoke, briefly to Blackshirt 
followers, townspeople and students 
of an academy for training of Fas- 
cist woman leaders. 

The occasion was the first anni- 
versary of the Italian occupation 
of Albania. 

“Events which we are witnessing 
have great proportions,” Muss6- 
lini said. “But we believe we are 
not inadequate for them, even con- 
sidering their unusual scope. 

“Whatever may bethe happenings 
which this late spring brings us, 
Italy will face them. It could not 
be otherwise because the Italy of 
the Fascist emblem of the young 
and resolute, which just a year ago 
liberated a people in three days, 
and previously conquered an Afri- 
can empire in seven months, is the 
Italy which we have willed and cre- 
ated through 20 years of hard, un- 
interrupted tests, always crowned 
by victory.”

HIS letter is not written with any idea 

that your paper’s position in the con- 
tempt case needs to be defended, but in 
the hope that one more letter will help 
to demonstrate that the voiceless average 
citizens of St. Louis are alert and con- 
cerned about matters of public interest. 

Perhaps your cartooon and editorials 
were a little “contemptuous,” but they 
undoubtedly found most of your readers in 
complete agreement. Iwe heard consider- 
able comment from time to time concern- 
ing the administration of so-called justice 
in the courts today. It is just about 
unanimously agreed that it is rotten. 

There are too many legal loopholes and 
hindrances such as postponements, changes 
of venue, severances, appeals, mistrials 
and dismissals due to technicalities. It is 
an established fact in the public mind that 
punishment falls swiftest, surest and heav- 
iest on petty criminals. 

The politician charged with bribery, ex- 
tortion, embezzlement, corruptness in of- 
fice, etc., seems to be almost immune from 
conviction, The Graves case in Kansas 
City and the Brady case here in St. Louis 
are excellent examples of the type of weird 
court action that destroys public confi- 
dence in courts. The people are outraged 
when they read of such cases, but feel 
utterly helpless to do anything about 
them. 

One further reference to the contempt 
litigation. Judge Rowe dismissed the Brady 
case because of an inclination to save the 
State the expense of a futile trial. Then, 
to demonstrate the sincerity of his motive, 
he initiated the contempt of court citation 
against a highly respected newspaper, ap- 
pointing two special assistants to the Cir- 
cuit Attorney. How grateful the tax- 
payers must be!

Thinks Post-Dispatch Is Wrong. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
N last Wednesday’s issue, you prefaced 
the publication of a number of letters criti- 


m cising or denouncing Judge Rowe’s contempt 


action with the statement that no dissent- 
ing letter was published because none had 
been received. So here goes: 

I value, above all things, freedom of con- 
duct, which of course includes freedom of 
speech and of the press. I abhor imprison- 

ent, whether it be of mind or body. I pre- 
er the wide-open spaces. More specifically, 

think your conviction for contempt should 
reversed—not because you don’t deserve 
Some punishment, but on the broad principle 
that freedom (be it of the press or otherwise) 
ee not be further encroached upon, and 
or reasons all too obvious for discussion. 
5 You should be censured because you abused 
our freedom and if this proceeding (which 
* suspect you deliberately invited, and se- 
a etly enjoy) results disastrously, you will 
ave been responsible for impairing @ heri- 

e which I cherish quite as much (though 

rhaps for other reasons) as you do. 

"In sustaining the demurrer in the Nick 
tase, Judge Rowe merely performed a sworn 
duty, painfully or otherwise. I am willing 
10 believe Nick was. guilty, not only of the 
offense charged but of others, and that his 
tlimination from the scene wouldn’t hurt 
society a bit. But the freedom I love (and 
you espouse) calls for certain rules and they 
san't be suspended during the progress of 
che game, whether the defendant is a scoun- 
irel named Nick or the Post-Dispatch, wheth- 
*r the umpire happens to be Circuit Judge 
Rowe or Chief Justice Hughes. 

The contrasting results in the Nick cases 
{civil and criminal) afforded a wealth of 
»pportunity for effective editorial comment 
without the necessity of vilifying the man 
who happened to be called upon to enforce 
the rights of the accused—rights derived 
from the same Constitution to which you 


now properly appeal so vociferously in your 


, defense against the contempt action. 


The “Rat Alley” cartoon conveyed only one 
impression—that the court’s action was 
crooked. I know, you don’t believe it was, 
and yet, to accent your feelings about Nick’s 
discharge, you were willing to disseminate 
that impression. 

You have done similar things before. When 
Judge O’Malley properly sustained a demur- 
rer in an election fraud trial (when the ac- 
cused undoubtedly was guilty) because the 
prosecution failed to make the necessary 
proof, you printed a vicious cartoon and 
similar editorials about him. Since I know 
O’Malley’s integrity and qualities as a citi- 
zen, I, and others familiar with the facts, 
could not help but feel hurt at the horrible 
injustice you did to the man. Perhaps he 
had a good libel action against you, as was 
repeatedly suggested by your counsel to 
Judge Rowe. But there are some things in 
life that cannot be measured in terms of 
money. - 

Is a judgment for damages compensation 
for an assassinated reputation? I refer you 
to Shakespeare’s immortal lines beginning, 
as I recall them: “Who steals my purse 
steals trash,” etc. 

Perhaps you justify your conduct on the 
broad theory that the end justifies the 
means; that the slaughter of a few inno- 
cents is unimportant in view of the great 
goal you are seeking. But if that’s true, 
aren’t you departing from the principles on 
which our Government was founded and mov- 
ing in the direction of the totalitarian states? 
To them the individual doesn’t matter either. 

While the Nazis and others favor sum- 
mary trials, with a generous quota of head- 
choppings, our country has functioned rath- 
er happily under processes of justice which 
indulge in the presumption of innocence in 
favor of an accused and a feeling that it’s 
better to let 10 guilty escape than to convict 
one who is innocent. If you are in favor of 
changing our existing laws, that is your 
privilege. However, vilifying Judges because 
they enforce them, as is their sworn obliga- 
tion, is quite another matter. 

The power you wield is enormous; your 
responsibility is equally enormous. If free- 
dom of the press is in danger of being lost, 
it is because of its abuse and not because 
of its proper exercise. 

Reverting to the contempt action, I repeat 
I hope you prevail, for reasons previously 
stated. At the same time, I think I can 
comprehend Rowe’s reaction to being libeled. 
I am still sufficiently uncivilized to think I 
would have resorted ‘to-extra-judicial means. 
I think I would have wrung your own very 
personal neck.

The man? Walter Williams, who, at 
that moment, was quoting from memory 
the Post-Dispatch platform.

“IT believe that the public journal is a 
public trust; that all connected with it 
are, to the fullest measure of their re- 
sponsibility, trustees for the public; that 
acceptance of lesser service than the pub- 
lic service is betrayal of this trust.”—The 
Journalist’s Creed.

REEDOM of the press is not just a 
it tiene accorded to newspapers for their 
personal use; it is a great boon to the 
people of these United States. Surely no 
American would swap for a dictator-controlled 
press the untrammeled, unfettered press of 
this nation, which exercises its Bill of Rights 
privilege to tell the truth and to look after 


-the interests of the people against those in 


public office, in business or in other organiza- 
tions who seek to infringe upon those in- 
terests. 

The St. Louis Post-Dispatch, in protesting 
against the release of two proved extortionists 
by a Judge, published a vigorous editorial and 
a stinging cartoon which aroused the ire of 
the Judge. Thereupon, its editor and car- 
toonist were fined and sentenced to serve jail 
sentences. 

Readers of history will remember well the 
stories of the days when Star Chamber ses- 
sions were held in English courts dominated 
by autocratic Kings and men were sentenced 
summarily to prison, sometimes to death, 
There is no need to cite cases; history re- 
cords repeatedly such action by courts of many 
nations through the centuries when there 
were no newspapers to challenge them. 

Those who wrote the Constitution had them- 
selves suffered from such judicial oppression 
in colonial days and they wrote into that docu- 


ment provisions that there should be no at- 
tainder of property, there should be ng prose- 
cution without formal indictment, without per- 
mitting the accused person to face his ac- 
cusers, without trial by a jury of his peers. 

“It can’t happen here,” those who have lived 
so long under these protective laws will say; 
but it can happen here if the right to turn the 
spotlight of justice on the courts themselves 
is withdrawn. 

Like the recent Los Angeles Times decision, 
the ruling of the St. Louis Judge is a long 
step in the direction of the Star Chamber 
courts of the Dark Ages. The Star Chamber 
Judges were immune to criticism. Circuit 
Judge Thomas J. Rowe of St. Louis seeks the 
same autocratic security. 

The different sections of the Bill of Rights 
must stand together. If one is weakened or 
destroyed by judicial action, all can be weak- 
ened or destroyed. If Judge Rowe can curtail 
the freedom of the press, he can also curtail 
freedom of speech, freedom of assembly, free- 
dom of religious worship. ' 

If Judges are immune to criticism, no mat- 
ter how incompetent, how dishonest or “in- 
fluenced” by politicians or other powerful in- 
terests they may be, how, we ask, is the 
American citizen to get the protection from 
unjust prosecution granted to him by the 
Constitution?

Violates: Whole American System.

HE conviction of the St. Louis 

Post-Dispatch, its editorial page editor, 
Ralph Coghlan, and its cartoonist, Daniel -R. 
Fitzpatrick, on charges of contempt of court, 
obviously raises the question whether the 
court’s ruling violates the constitutiona] guar- 
entee of freedom of the press. 

Joseph Pulitzer, publisher of- the 
Post-Dispatch, is eminently correct in his as- 
sertion that “if a newspaper is to be gagged 
by being haled into court to answer a charge 
sof contempt whenever a Judge has felt the 
sting of editorial criticism, that means the 
end of the power of the press to tell the peo- 
ple about the failures and evils of their 
courts.” 

The fundamental issue is, of course, whether 
any court has the power to find a newspaper 
guilty of indirect or constructive contempt, 
that is to say, of contempt not growing out 
of some action or conduct which is taken or 
which occurs in the courtroom and in the 
presence of t presiding Judge. 

If Judge Rowe was held up to ridicule by 
the Post-Dispatch, or if he was injured in any 
way, he has precisely the same rights and 
privileges of any other citizen to sue the news- 
paper for damages. But to contend that a 
newspaper does not have the right to criticise 
the action of a court, and, more particularly, 
to hold that a newspaper can be prohibited 
from making comments about the court, is so 
clearly opposed to the whole theory and prac- 
tice of our constitutional system as to be 
unthinkable. 

The Post-Dispatch, like every other news- 
paper, is responsible for its utterances and it 
can be held accountable for them. But not 
under any interpretation of the Federal Con- 
stitution can any court give validity to the 
doctrine that a newspaper can be prevented 
from exercising freedom of expression with- 
in the “eminently proper limitations” of which 
Mr. Pulitzer speaks, limitations which make 
the newspaper responsible for its utterances. 

Mr. Pulitzer’s editorial on freedom of the 
press deserves to be read not only by editors 
and Judges, but also by every citizen who 
cherishes one of the most vital of our con- 
stitutional guarantees, 


One More Round in a Long Battle.

HE whole country will watch the 

outcome of the battle in St. Louis for 
freedom of the press to criticise the 
courts. Fining of the Post-Dispatch and 
imposition of jail sentences on two of 
its executives have been followed by ap- 
peals. Meanwhile, the paper, of which 
Joseph Pulitzer is publisher, announces 
that it “will not be intimidated, shackled 
or gagged.” 

The Post-Dispatch maintains that it 
has a right and a duty “to tell the peo- 
ple about the failures and evils of their 
courts.” 

Everyone recognizes that, while a case 
is actually on trial, there are restrictions 
on such discussion as might interfere 
with the court in the performance of its 
duty. A court must function or it is 
no court, and that: is the reason the 
power to punish for contempt is given. 

However, the situation is quite differ- 
ent when the case in question has been 
officially closed. The question of where 
to draw the line in criticisms of courts 
is not a new one. Rulings vary in dif- 
ferent sections of the country. But, 
while the American people wish to re- 
spect their courts, they are rightly jeal- 
ous of the freedom of the press, when 
exercised honestly, without malice and 
with the public good solely in mind. 


A Fight for the People’s Liberty.

N vigorously upholding the principle of 

freedom of the press, Joseph Pulitzer, pub- 
lisher of the St. Louis Post-Dispatch, is in 
the way.of performing an important public 
service. 

The principle involved is not that of dig- 
nity of the courts, to which we all subscribe. 
Rather, it is that of preserving the columns 
of the newspaper as a medium for honest 
criticism, and guardian of public rights and 
interests. Mr. Pulitzer speaks boldly and em- 
phatically when he asserts his newspaper will 
not be “intimidated, shackled or gagged.” In 
so doing, he speaks for a free and thinking 
populace anywhere, whose concern in affairs 
of vital interest to a community or a com- 
monwealth is not to be denied or curtailed. 

It is not the contempt penalty Mr. Pulitzer 
is fighting. It is something bigger which 
reaches farther than any fine. He sees it as 
a challenge to that ancient principle of 
freedom of the press, which our own high 
courts have upheld on various occasions.

of the people. 

Such privilege does not exist for Soviet Rus- 
sia’s populace. And everybody knows that 
Russia's court trials have become little less 
than a mockery. 

It is well that Mr. Pulitzer has thus boldly 
lifted his voice. In fighting for a principle, 
he is showing himself a courageous son of 
that elder Joseph Pulitzer who established 
the Post-Dispatch, and who made the famous 
old New York World such a notable influence 
in the affairs of its day. 


“Hasty and Ill-Advised Action.”

S freedom of the press a license granted by 

the courts, or is it an inalienable right pro- 
tected by our Constitution? In the final 
analysis, this is the issue postulated by the 
contempt proceeding against the St. Louis 
Post-Dispatch instituted by Judge Thomas J, 
Rowe. 

If a Judge who believes his dignity was 
affronted by a newspaper editorial viewpoint 
can punish that newspaper for entertaining 
an opinion contrary to his own, then our Gov- 
ernment in its essence is one of, by and for 
judicial whim and fiat.

OSEPH PULITZER, owner of the St. 

Louis Post-Dispatch, is carrying on 
in the Lest and noblest of the traditions 
of independent journalism in America 
in challenging the power of a court to 
dictate to him and to his newspaper its 
policies or to circumscribe the profes- 
sional activities of his employes. 

The flare-up from the militant publish- 
er follows a citation for contempt of an 
editorial writer and a cartoonist on the 
Post-Dispatch for having denounced the 
judicial conduct of a Judge in an extor- 
tion case in his court. 

After the two men had been sentenced 
to jail and the newspaper fined $2000, 
Mr. Pulitzer wrote a statement for the 
Post-Dispatch in which he declared that 
the newspaper would not be “intimi- 
dated, shackled or gagged” in undertak- 
ing to fulfill its obligations to the pub- 
lic in keeping with the principle of free- 
dom of the press. * 

The bold and aggressive defense of 
this publisher should be greeted with 
salvos of applause by the American pub- 
lic if this public expects to have its in- 
terests represented in the future by a 
fearless and independent press. 

We can imagine nothing more detri- 
mental to the perpetuity of free speech, 
a cardinal doctrine of democracy in 
America, than to have Judges of the 
courts using unlimited power to oppress 
and punish the newspapers for criticis- 
ing their conduct. 


Courts Are Not Sacrosanct. - 
From the Philadelphia Evening Bulletin. 
HE courts are not sacrosanct. Judges are 
human, and not infallible. The way to the 
bench is not barred to venality or incom- 
petence. 

The acts of a Judge whose mistakes, bias or 
weak moral fiber discredit the administration 
of justice are quite as subject to public cen 
sure as those of any other agency of govern- 
ment, provided such censure does not preju- 
dice the rights of any who stand at the bar 
of the court. 

Judges who dissent from this view challenge 
a fundamental principle of American liberty— 
the freedom of the press. 

This is at stake in the attempt of a Circuit 
Judge to punish the St. Louis Post-Dispatch 
and certain of its employes for severe stric- 
tures upon his official conduct. 

The freedom of the press is not absolute. 
It is subject, however, only to such restric- 
tions as are necessary to the public welfare, 
including responsibility for abuse. 

From the exercise of this freedom, the 
courts are not immune, If they were, it 
would not take long for the administration 
of justice to breed suspicion and discontent, 

Judges who entertain sound conceptions of 
their duties and prerogatives, as well as news- 
papers and the public they serve, will welcome 
determination by higher authorities of the is- 
sues raised in St. Louis.

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THE DOUBLE SQUEEZE ON NORWAY. 

Foreign Minister Koht of Norway announced Sat- 
urday that any attempt by the Allies to prevent free 
Norwegian shipping to Germany would force Nor- 
way into war. Disregarding this threat, the Brit- 
%eh and French governments today mined Norwegian 
territorial waters in order to hinder the shipment 
of vital Swedish iron ore to the Reich. 

Despite this seeming impasse, only a novice would 
expect Norway to carry out her Foreign Minister’s 
threat. Certainly the Allies have violated Nor- 
way’s neutral rights, although there is an element 
of justification in the fact that Norway has done 
nothing about flagrant violations of those rights by 
Germany when the violations were prejudicial to the 
Allies. 

But it has been generally recognized, especially 
since the famous dispute between England and the 
United States over the depredations of the Confed- 
erate cruiser Alabama in the Civil War, that a neu- 
tral’s duty in suppressing breaches of its neutrality 
is relative rather than absolute. 

The Hague convention simply stated that a neutral 
has the duty to use the “means at its disposal” to 
prevent violations of its neutrality. Obviously, the 
means at the disposal of Norway, & slight Power which 
until recently followed a policy of minimum arma- 
ment, are insufficient to cope with the force at the 
disposal of either Germany or the Allies. 

So, in all probability, both Norway and Sweden 
will do what they did in the World War and toler- 
ate the violations of their neutrality by both sides, 
making appropriate protests but not trying to back 
them up by force. It was the United States, it will 
be recalled, which forced Norway in 1918 to issue 
an order excluding German submarines from Nor- 
wegian territorial waters. But that was after Ger- 
many’s doom had been settled, and the Norwegians 
were not embarrassed by acceding to the demand. 

Of immediate interest to the United States is the 
fact that the mine fields now laid off the Norwegian 
coast extend the European war zone 200 miles north 
of the boundary set by the President’s proclamation 
limiting the area in which American ships are al- 


lowed. This calls for a new definition of the war 
zone. American ships have no business in mined 
waters.

twin. 


The business of the town thus bore a lone 
burden which handicapped it in competition 
with other cities; and for years St. Louis 
merchants, cowed by the powerful persons 
involved, put up with this uncomplainingly. 

Like so many railroad ills, the scheme had 
| originated with Jay Gould. 
the Missouri Pacific, Gould bought the line 
back at auction for a nominal price, and 
sold it again, but he retained a small piece 
of track which connected all the St. Louis 
railroad terminals with the Eads Bridge. 
The Eads Bridge was the only bridge across 
the river. 

By Gould’s stratagem, every freight car 
that passed into the city either way had to 
pay $10 for the use of this track. He then 
gained control of the bridge, and sold the 
bridge and terminal system to the 15 rail- 
roads entering St. Louis. 

When 
new railroads wished to enter the city, they 
were compelled to use the system and pay 
the : toll.

Mr. Landon Gives His Specifications for 
the Republican Presidential Nominee — 
Wichita Speech Urging Progressive Stand | 
Shows Deep-Seated Conflict Within Party. 


WASHINGTON, April 8. 

NE of the political highlights of 
(): t week was the speech by 

Alt Landon before the Repub- 
lican State convention of Kansas, 
at Wichita. William Allen White 
might have made it, or Glenn 
Frank, or any articulate member of 
that branch of the Republican party 
which is trying to keep it from go- 
ing hell-bent on a course of reac- 
tion. Mr. Landon says the trend 
is clearly in favor of the Repub- 
licans, but he warns that the trend 
can be reversed by “blindness” in 
the party leadership. 

Though the speech, being a cam- 
paign document, rakes the New 
Deal with a broadside of generali- 
ties, it is nevertheless a plea for 
acceptance of—and administrative 
improvement upon—a good part of 
what the New Deal has done. 

It's a simple and _ straightfor- 
ward statement of the case for 
progressivism in the Republican 
platform and candidate, from a 
man who would have made more 
statements of the same sort in his 
own campaign of 1936 if he had not 
been overborne by some of his ad- 
visers, | 

The speech shows clearly, in and 
between the lines, that beneath the 
surface unity of the Republican 
party, as lately illustrated in the 
Senate vote on the Hull trade pol- 
icy, there are differences calculat- 
ed to maké plenty of trouble at 
Philadelphia. Mr. Landon is vivid- 
ly aware of the conflict, and he 
seems to be girding himself for a 
ight to resolve it in favor of his 
own. views and not the views of the 
“money-raisers.” 

That is his word. He is talking 
of the kind of candidate that the 
Republicans should choose. “We 
must not,” he says, “permit one 
man, or any group of money-raisers, 
to pick our nominee.” Ostensibly, 
he is shooting here at the Demo- 
crats. His real target is the Pews, 
the Weirs, the Grundys—all those 
who he believes would like to con- 
trol the nomination and the plat- 
form in the interest of a return to 
an outmoded and discredited “nor- 
malcy.” 

Mr. Landon is fairly specific in 
describing his ideal Republican can- 
didate. “In order to save the coun- 
try,” he says, “we must elect a man 
who will carry out the mandate of 
the American people, end make col- 
lective bargaining work; who can 
make a floor for wages and a ceil- 
ng for hours of labor; who can de- 
ise a sound farm policy, and make 
it work. Our new President can 
make all of these work, by profit- 
ing from the mistakes the Roose- 
velt admin‘stration has made. 

“We must nominate a man who 
believes that the essentials of all 
these must be maintained, but in 
the interest of their maintenance 
knows many changes press for con- 
sideration; who has the wisdom and 
the understanding to realize that 
when government takes away fi- 
nancial assistance from one indus- 
try, fairness and justice require 
that it cut all, simultaneously, in- 
cluding the high protective tariff.

He has 
former, apparently, a working ar- 
rangement with House Minority 
Leader Joe Martin, of whom he is 
extremely fond. Altogether, he is 
in a good strategic position to make 
his influence felt, both in the writ- 
ing of the platform and the choice 
of a ticket. . 

As to the platform, he is talking, 
as we have seen, the language of 
the Glenn Frank report. He is ask- 
ing for a platform that a few years 
ago would have seemed radical, Ob- 
serve his specific points: Collective 
bargaining, Federal wage and hour 
control, a strong line with regard to 
“the centralization of economic 
wealth and power,” and a thrust— 
left-handed though it may be—at 
the sanctity of the high protective 
tariff. 

Strange words, these, when read 
in the light of old Republican con- 
cepts. 

The thought of even the more con- 
servative members of the party has 
moved to the left, but there’s still 
a wide and deep chasm between— 
shall we say?—the “money-rais- 
ers” and the school of thought rep- 
resented by Mr. Landon. It will be 
interesting to see how the Repub- 
lican platform essays to bridge the 
gap; it will be vastly more interest- 
ing to see on whom the choice falls 
for the presidential nomination. 
Platforms can be made to mean 
anything—or nothing. The kind of 
candidate is what counts. Mr. Lan- 
don, in effect, emphasizes this point 
when he calls for the selection of a 
candidate who can be depended 
upon to do certain things. Unless 
some candidate goes into the Re- 
publican convention with enough 
votes and prestige to get the nom- 
ination in a hurry, there’s likely to 
be a very spirited and a very sig- 
nificant, battle between those who 
hold with Mr. Landon and those he 
has denominated the “money-rais-

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WHY GARNER WANTED 
ONE-YEAR TRADE ACT 


Sought to Avoid Chance of 
Power Getting Into Hands 
of ‘Wrong Man.”

WASHINGTON, April 8 — The 


real story of what Vice-President 
Garner did in the Senate’s dispute 
over continuing the reciprocal trade 
program goes like this: 

Early last week several persons, 
including Garner, were at the 
White House. The trade bill was 
discussed with President Roosevelt. 


The Vice-President made a remark 
something like this: 

“Tf an amendment to limit the 
power to make agreements to one 
year ever gets to a tie vote in the 
Senate, I’ll vote for it.” 

The President and the others 
smiled. Plans for a three-year ex- 
tension went ahead, 

Later, when the amendment to 
limit the extension to one year was 
being: discussed in capitol cloak- 
rooms, one of those who had 
been with the Vice-President at 
the White House remembered what 
he had told the President. Word 
spread that he was the power be- 
hind the amendment. 

Friends of the Vice-President 
went to him to ask for his opinion 
of the amendment. He told them 
something like this: 

“T don’t think we should leave 
power like that lying around for 
the Republicans to use for two and 
a half years if, by some chance, 
they should win the election. 

“Extend it for a year, and then 
again next year if we need it. But 
let’s not take a chance on extend- 
ing it for three years until we: see 
who’s going to administer it. 

“That power is all right in the 
hands of the right Democrat, or 
the right Republican. But suppose 
the election puts it in the hands of 
the wrong man?”

More Vitamins in Grass Than Fruit, 


and Add It to Food 


CINCINNATI, April 8 (AP). — 
“Please pass the. grass” will be a 
dinner table phrase if science con- 
firms that man can eat grass, as 
reported to the American Chemical 
Society here today. 
Powdered grass would be used in 
a shaker about as sparingly as salt. 
It would furnish all the vitamins 
that come from all the fruits.and 
vegetables. 
Evidence that plain grass is the 
richest source of these vitamins 
was reported by W. R. Graham, G. 
O. Kohler and C. F. Schnabel of 
Kansas City. They have developed 
a powdered grass which can be 
added in cooking most foods, from 
flapjacks to desserts. 
It can be put in bread, they said, 
without changing the flavor. More- 
over, the bread and other foods 
lwon’t turn green, because of a 
method of washing out the color 
without destroying vitamins. 
Lacks Only Vitamin D. 
Chemical analysis shows grass 
contains al ]the vitamins from A, 
the infection protector, to E, the 
fertility promoter, excepting only 
vitamin D, the bone hardener. Like- 
wise fruits and vegetables do not 
contain D, although they supply 
chemicals which turn into D in the 
human body on exposure to sun- 


the fruits and vegetables, eight 
times more B-1, the nerve vitamin, 
21 times more B-2, the growth vit- 
amin, and 14 times more C, the an- 
ti-scurvy vitamin. Identified in 
grass also is the whole B-complex, 
including the pellagra preventor, 
nicotonic acid, and probably the 
recently found gray-hair-darkener 
vitamin. 

Twelve pounds of grass was said 
to be a little more than equal in 
vitamins to the 340 pounds of 
fruits and vegetables which dietary 
surveys find the average person 
eats in one year. 

Should ‘Consume More. 

Government nutrition figures, 
the report stated, advise that for 
best results each person should eat 
twice as much fruit and vegetables, 
or 680 pounds annually. 

This, the Kansas City chemists 
said would add $2,250,000,000 to the 
nation’s annual food bill—too much, 
they estimated, for most modest 
budgets. 

Dried grass, they think, would 
put all these vitamins within reach 
of everyone. Vitamins now avail- 
able from chamical synthesis, of 
which half a million dollars worth 
are sold annually in the United 
States, are mostly expensive. 

Grass must be dried quickly in a 
flash high temperature to preserve 


light. 
Grass has 23 times more A than 


its vitamins.

RAYON CORD TIRES HOLD UP 
FOR 80,000 MILES IN TEST 


3000 Pct. More Durable Than Oth- 
ers in Hot Weather Driving, 
Chemical Society Is Told. 

CINCINNATI, O., April 8 (AP}.— 
Automobile tires with cords made 
of rayon were described to the 
American Chemical Society today 
as 3000 per cent more durable in 
hot weather driving than standard 
tires of cotton cord. 

The rayon is made from the same 
raw cotton which is commonly used 
in tires, so the improvement does 
not threaten any economic dislo- 
cation in use of cotton. William 
H. Bradshaw, director of rayon re- 
search for the du, Pont Co., said re- 
sults in road tests were “astound- 
ing.” On an overloaded, high-speed 
run in a hot country, rayon tires 
gave 80,000 miles of service under 
conditions that wore out ordinary 
tires in 3000 miles. Rayon tires held 
up for 18,000 miles in a 106-degree 
temperature which wore out stand- 
ard tires in 600 miles.

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CENSUS TAKERS MAKE 
COUNT SF TRANSIENTS 


Today Set Aside for Inter- 
views in Lodging Houses, 
Tourist Camps, Hotels. 


A quick count of the city’s tran- 
sient population—in hotels, tourist 
camps and lodging houses—was the 
difficult task on today’s order of 
business for the census enumera- 
tors in St. Louis and the county. 

Today and tonight have been set 
aside all over the country for the 
special job of counting transients, 
both those who have no permanent 


residences and those who are away 
from their homes on business or 
pleasure. Enumerators will visit 
every hotel and similar establish- 
ment in the nation, and make an 
effort to count every person in 
these places. 

The enumeration in hotels here 
will be relatively easy, it was ex- 
plained by Carlisle Crosland, area 
manager for the census, Informa- 
tion blanks will be left with room 
clerks, who will distribute them to 
guests. The guests will fill them 
out and return them to the clerk 
in sealed envelopes, and enumera- 
tors will pick up the envelopes to- 
morrow. 

At lodging houses and tourist 
camps, enumerators will have to 
conduct personal interviews with 
the guests. The interviews will be- 
gin at 4 p. m., and continue until 
the last guest has arrived. Enumer- 
ators assigned to the job are pre- 
pared to work far into tomorrow 
morning if necessary. 

Information on transients who 
give permanent addresses in oth- 
er cities will be sent to these cities 
to be included in their totals. Those 
who have no permanent homes will 
be listed as living in St. Louis. 

John G. Aldrich, a special agent 
for the Census Bureau in Wash- 
ington, was in St. Louis today to 
assist in the count of transients, 
one of the most difficult phases 
of the census because of the speed 
with which it must be conducted. 


Aldrich announced that St. Louis), 


ranks third among 23 cities of over 
500,000 population in proportion 
of names tabulated in the first 
week of the census. He predicted 
that there would be no difficulty, 
here or elsewhere, in completing 
the count by the end of this week. 

After visiting 24 states in the 
last four months in connection with 
the census, Aldrich said, he was 
convinced that this year’s count 
“will be the fastest and most thor- 
ough census ever taken in the 
United States.” 

Since the enumeration began, 
Aldrich has been in Tennessee, Ken- 


tucky and Virginia, checking prog-| 


ress of the count in various cities 


and ready to act as trouble shoot- 
er if results fell behind the bureau’s 
production schedules. He said there 


had been aimost no trouble to 
shoot.

Irritated From 


Much Fondling

éé Y mother-in-law is devoted 
M to our baby. Until lately 
the baby lay in his crib 
and smiled, not much of a smile, but 
still a smile when she came to see 
him. Lately he shows fear and cries 
and she thinks it is my fault. She 
says he is growing shy and that 
he will not want to meet people 
unless I train him now by taking 
him places where people are. I 
think he is too young to be taken 
about and that he ought to stay 
quietly at home until he gets to 
where he can walk. He will see 
the family and friends coming and 
going. Ought that not to be enough 
for an eleven month infant?” 

I would think so. Babies are 
best kept at home, in quiet. They 
ought to sleep as much as they 
want, be fed and cared for and let 
alone a great deal. They ought 
to be lifted, changed, talked to, 
occasionally, but for the most 
part, allowed to be quiet. 

Strangers ought not to be allowed 
near little children. They often do 
not understand about not touch- 
ing the children. They want to 
cuddle and kiss them and bounce 
them, hoist them, manhandle them 
in every stupid way possible. And 
often they bring a contagious 
disease along with them. Llitle 
children should not go into crowds, 
should not go on long journeys, 
should not be handled oftener than 
necessary and then with swiftness 
and sureness. 

Grandmothers are not stran- 
gers, or ought nat to be. But they 
come usually as visitors. For the 
first months the children make no 
distinction but as time goes by 
and they recognize the people 
about’ them, visiors become 
strangers to their minds and they 
recoil from them. If grandmother 
will sit quietly by the side of the 
child saying nothing but feeling 
gentle and loving as she sits there, 
the child will relax and forget her 
presence and accept her in time. 

If grandmother insists upon pick- 
ing the child up and kissing him, 
talking loudly to him, breathing in 
his face, he will resist with all his 
might and what will make a bad 
matter worse, remember her as an 
infliction when next he sees her. 
If she grows irritable and scolds, 
he surely will cry and struggle and 
fight while she is near. Thoughts 
reach babies’ minds. Make no mis- 
take about that. 

If grandmother is a problem, try 
to bear with her until she under- 
stands what the situation is. As- 
sure her that the doctor has said 
the baby is to be treated thus and 
so, and that you want only to rear 
him to be a credit to her and to the 
family. Give her a chair by the 
baby’s side and ask her just to sit 
where he can look at her and not 
touch her. By and by he will know 
her and go to her gladly. But that 
will take time. 

Older people take great joy in 
their grandchildren and they want 
above all else to be loved by them. 
They have little faith in young 
mothers and here is where the 
doctor’s authority helps. The ex- 
perience they have had with chil- 
dren is of great value to young 
mothers. Call on it and use 4t 
whenever: possible and so make 
grandmother a partner instead of 
a critic. Children need their grand- 
parents as much as the grandpar- 
ents need them and the association 
is one of the finest of family ties.

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LAYER-CAKE AND HOURS OF BRIDGE MAKE FAT WOMEN 
FATTE 


HE usual type of bridge lunch- 
T eon of creamed sauces, too 

many courses and rich desserts, 
must be avoided by the woman of 
40-plus if she wishes to control and 
beautify her figure. Salad and 
fruit luncheons should be substi- 
tuted and dinners should be simple 
and well balanced. Smaller amounts 
of meats, more vegetables, more 
fruit, and light ,energy giving des- 
serts are a wise choice. 


Figure control is one of the more 
difficult beauty problems for the 
woman over 40. Experts in a body 
styling department in a prominent 
beauty salon point out the figure 
flaws common to women of this age 
group. Thickening waistlines, fat- 
ty deposits on hips, flabbiness in’ 
the flesh of the thighs and upper 
arms, extra bunches-on the lower 
part of the shoulder blades which 
create an unlovely “dowager’s 
hump.” 

These figure flaws may be due to 
a letting down in physical activity 
which results in poorer circulation 
causing dry hair and skin. But 
beauty authorities seem to agree 
that faulty menus have had a lot 
to do with the circumstances, Meals 
which included too many starches, 
sugars and proteins and far too 
little fruit and vegetables. Thus 
daily elimination was far from per- 
fect and the body’s processes were 
forced to slow down. 

To overcome these figure con- 
ditions (which are closely allied 
to mental inertia and worry) it 
is necessary that the woman of 
forty-plus change her habits of 
long standing.

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Treatment of 
Children Who 
Lack Appetites

HAT can be done for babies 
and children who have no ap- 
petite? : 


Anorexia, or lack of appetite, is 
found in the majority of children 
seen by the general practitioner or 
the children’s specialist, in some 
form or other. It may be real or 


imaginary. In the latter case it de- 
pends on the failure of the child 


to conform to standards set up by 
the parents. We are all inclined to 


create a sort of dietetic mold for 
children into which they may or 


may not fit. 


Lack of appetite is, of course, a 


part of the prodrome of all conta- 
gious, infectious fevers. It may be 
an indication that the diet is not 
balanced. 

Anorexia is serious when it lasts 
from three to six months and re- 
sults in a steady loss of weight. 
One particular vitamin, vitamin B, 
is supposed to influence appetite 
and to be responsible for lack of 
appetite when the diet is unbal- 
anced. It may help to give very 
small doses of Vitamin B to a 
child with fickle appetite. 

In order to overcome lack of ap- 
petite which depends upon emo- 
tional or nervous factors, the par- 
ent must make a careful and con- 
scientious search for stress or mal- 
adjustment in the child’s life. Pa- 
tience, and plenty of it, must be 
used, and it is particularly im- 
portant not to call attention to 
the symptom and not to badger the 
child, urging it to eat. In most 


cases, the condition will correct 
itself,

WHAT ARE THE causes of 
headaches? 


A great many headaches are 
caused by nasal obstruction. An 
example is the case of a woman of 
30, who thought she had had mi- 
graine since the age of 14. An ex- 
amination of the nose showed a 
suspicious spur on the upper part 
of the nasal septum, which touched 
one of the turbinate bones. It 
seemed a very small cause for half 
a lifetime oof semi-invalidism, 
but as soon as the defect was cor- 


rected the result was good. In 
making this correction it was 
found that the nasal passages 


were obstructed quite considerably 
in many places. 

A blocked sinus will cause head- 
aches. 

Eyestrain will produce a particu- 
lar kind of headache. It comes on 
in the evening. These headaches 
come from need of glasses or the 
use of badly-fitting glasses. Very 
frequently they begin after glasses 
have been prescribed because cor- 
rect glasses are not fitted. 

High blood pressure sometimes 
causes headaches. 

The most frequent form of head- 
ache is so-called migraine. 

Next in frequency to migraine 
are nervous headaches due to over- 
strain, emotional maladjustment 
and lack of knowledge of how to 
relax.

None other than William Lyon 
Phelps is quoted as stating: 

“In the late nineteenth century 
Evanston, Ill., was so pious that 
the town fathers, resenting the dis- 
sipating influences of the soda 
fountain, passed an ordinance for- 
bidding the sale of ice cream sodas 
on Sunday. Some ingenious con- 
fectioners, obeying the law, served 


ice cream with syrup, but without 
soda. This sodaless soda was the 
Sunday soda, and became so popu- 
lar that orders for ‘Sundays’ 
crossed the counter every day of 
the week. When objection was 
raised to christening the dish after 
the Sabbath, the spelling was 
changed to Sundae, and so devel- 
oped one of America’s most char- 
acteristic dishes.” 

The story is intriguing, dogmatic, 
of course interesting even if not 
true. 

If we were tempted to be equally 
dogmatic, we would say that no- 
body knows, with certainty, how 
Sundae started, since practically all 
the explanations, like the one just 
related, are unauthenticated.

Good Playing 
Saves South 
From Overbid 


By Ely Culbertson 


N this column I have shown so 

many hands in which declarers 

have managed to fulfill difficult 
contracts through excellent play 
that I am somewhat fearuf! readers 
may get the impression that I am 
an advocate of overbidding. Noth- 
ing could be further from the truth, 
I am particularly opposed to over- 
bidding on the part of players who 
frankly admit (at least to them- 
selves) that their play is only aver- 
age. It cannot be denied, however, 
that an overly optimistic contract 
must act as a spur to the declarer 
who sees that he has much to gain 
and little to lose by desperate meth- 
ods.

The fact that 
North had opened the bidding had 
then shown another suit and later 
had answered the four no trump 
with five no trump was not enough 
to assure South that his partner 
would produce the five solid tricks 
necessary to take care of his 
(South’s) losers. Six diamonds 
would have been much the wiser 
bid. 

After West had opened the heart 
king and the dummy appeared, the 
declarer saw that he was up against 
it, and painstakingly searched for 
a plan that might procure 13 tricks. 
Obviously, the one chance was to 
establish North’s spade suit for 
three club discards, and South had 
to admit that the prospect was 
very dark. He saw that to lead 
to the spade ace and then return 
the queen through with the inten- 
tion of discarding if East played 
low and ruffing if East covered, 
could not succeed, no matter how 
fortunately the adverse spades were 
placed. (A few moments’ experi- 
ment with the spade suit along this 
line will convince the reader that 
this is true; that is, by this line 
of play it was impossible to estab- 
lish three winners in addition to 
the ace.) 

Having determined that this plan 
could not work, South promptly 
discarded it and considered an- 
other, namely, a first round finesse 
to the queen. If it held, he could 
discard one club on the ace and 
then if a ruff of a low spade 
dropped the king from West’s hand, 
the jack and fifth spade would 
remain as good tricks. No sooner 
figured than executed. Declarer 
drew the outstanding trumps and 
then. proceeded according to the 
plan just outlined. When he was 
so remarkably fortunate as to find 
the exact lay of cards he had hoped 
for, the overbid grand slam came

Nutmeg Used

Nutmeg and mace are provided 
finest in March. Both of these pro- 
self, is about the size and shape 


of a plum and is sometimes pre- 
served in syrup. That is one prod- 
uct which I have not yet tasted. 


Most of the fruits are, of course, 
gathered for the sake of the mace, 
which covers the outer kernel of 
the nutmeg itself and for the sake 
of the nutmeg kernel. The mace 
is dried in the sun, during which 
time its blood-red color changes to 
Orange. The fruit pits are dried 
over slow fires for several weeks 
until the kernels rattle in the 
shells. They are then cracked and 
the contents are exposed to further 
drying. The mace and nutmeg in- 
dustry is still important, although 
gone are the days when a cow and 
a half dozen sheep could be bought 
with a few pounds of this spice, 
after it had journeyed over seven 
seas to distant countries. 


The flavors of mace and nutmeg 
are very much alike. In this coun- 
try we find the latter used more 
than the former. Today most nut- 
meg is purchased in ground form, 
although there are still some house- 
holds in which a nutmeg grater is 
put to use whenever a recipe calls 
for this spice. Let me remind you 
that air should be excluded care- 


fully if you buy your nutmeg in 
powdered form. The shutter which 
turns to close the perforated cover 
is put there for a good reason and 
should be used. 

The largest use of nutmeg is prob- 
ably in spice cakes and cookies. 
This spice seems to have a speciai 
place with custards, whether baked 
Or in eggnog form. There is a dif- 
ference of opinion as to whether 
nutmeg should be used with apples 
in sauce or pie. Those who like 
it with this fruit, love it. It is) 
particularly good with rice and 
as a final touch of flavor to deli- 
cate creamed soups, such as 
spinach and pea. A dash of nut- 
meg in a cream sauce designed to 
dress crabs, lobster or fish is a good 
addition. Powdered mace could 
serve the same purpose. Mace in
